Toledo, Jan. 12.—The berme bank 


of the Ohio & Erie canal is to be 
leased for electric road purposes at 
a cost of thousands of dollars to 
the interurban company, if a prop- 
osition now being considered by the 
syite board of public works, in ses- 
sion in this city today, is accepted. 


The proposed lease of the berme 


bank is made by the Toledo & Lima 
electric road, which seeks an inde- 
pendent entrance into the city of To- 
ledo. The proposition calls for a 
Ij-year lease of four miles o£ the 
barme bank from Swan creek, ter- 
minus to a point opposite the state 
hospital. 


A joint meeting of the commis- 


sion and the state board of public 
works is being lield here today for 
the purpose of considering the prop- 
osition. 


Tne canal commission is repre- 


sented by Commissioners 
Wyckoff 


and Blachley. The state board of 
public works is represented t»y Mem- 
bers Kirtley and Watkins, Chief En- 
gineer Perkins and Superintendent 
H. W, Meacham. 


la a Dangerous Condition. 


In the consideration of this lease 


the state board is up against a pe- 
culiar proposition, which either calls 
for a lease or the expenditure on the 
part of the state for thousands of 
dollars to repair the fcerme bant. 


"The 
berme bank is really in a 


dangerous condition," said Superin- 
tendent Meacham Thursday. "It has 
been worn down by the wind, water 
and ice, and is very thin in some 
places. 
The water level is 
about 


fou- feet above the land level, so that 
if the banks should break consider- 
able damage to property would re- 
sult. 


"The state has absolutely no use ^ 


for the berme bank. 
It could be 


leased at a profit to the state. 


Commission Approves It, 


"The proposed lease calls for the 


construction of a retaining wall from 
the Wabash to Swan Creek which 
would protect the bank apd at the 
s>ame time improve the state's prop- 
erty." 


The canal commission
